POISON TAKEN 
BY MISTAKE 


Fatal Dose Drunk 
‘By Coolie * 


THOUGHT IT WAS TEA|. 


An inquest into the qeath of Yip 
King, a 38-year-old coolle, was held: 
yesterday at the Central Magis- 
tracy, with Mr. K. Keen sitting as 
coroner. | 

: The following jury was empanell- 
ed: Messrs. R. B. Brown (foremari). 
M. Hess and Li Fook Shun. - 

Insp. A, E. Carey was present on 
behalf of the police. 

It» appears that the deceased 
drank some fluid, mistaken for tea, 
which caused -his" demise a few! 
houry later, on the way,.to the 
Government Civ Hospital. 


MEDICAL EVIDENCE 


Surg. Lt.-Com. R. B. MacVicker, 
of the Naval Dackyard. stated that 
Yip King was brought to him at 
19.30 am., on October 12, Upon 
examination he found the victim: 
in a state of collapse, and smelling 
strongly of creosote. After giving 


hima dose of bicarbonate of soda, 
.he was gent to the Government 
Civil Hospital. 

‘ Dr. R. S: Begble, of the Victoria 
Mortuary, deposed to holding an 
autospsy on the body of the de- 
ceased. He found the lips and face 
of ‘the deceased cyanosed, which 
was the effect of poisoning. Death, 
Dr. Begbie continued, was. due te 
the shock, following the swallowing 
of a corrosive substance which was 
found in the stomach and the 
gullet... 

He added that only 1/3 grains 
of arsenic was found. which should’ 
not be fatal, as it took 3 grains to 
prove fatal. 

The combined corrosive effects of 
arsenic, and of caustic soda was the 
initial cause ‘of death. - 

: CONTENTS OF STOMACH 

Mr. v. C, Branson, the Govern- 
ment ‘Analyst, next revealed: the 
contents. of the stomach ‘of -de- 
ceased. : 

Of the intemal organs that ‘he 
examined he found 1/5 grains of 
rarsenic, and probably 1/7 grains 
of arsenic in the rest of the liquid 
sent to him. In all, there were 
about 1/3 grains of arsenic. 

In the two ounces of liquid, he 
found ,20 per.cent. of caustic soda 
solution, .66 per cent. arsenic dis- 


creosote. *
